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Protect your Design

Recently, a California architect undertook the design of a 
single-family residence located in Hawaii. At the end of sche- 
matic design, a disagreement arose between the client and the 
architect. The architect recalled reading an article on copyright 
protection of architectural design ideas in the July 1991 issue of 
AIA Memo and decided to protect the unbuilt work in the event 
that negotiations with the client would continue to deteriorate. At 
that time he contacted the U. S. Copyright office and requested 
Form VA for works in the visual arts. He filled out the form, 
sending it and the fee in with copies of the schematic drawings 
which were marked with a copyright notice, similar to the 
following: 


© 1993 Frank Lloyd Wright 
or 
Copyright 1993 Frank Lloyd Wright 


The copyright is good from the effective date of registration 
— about one week after receipt at the Library of Congress. A 
certificate of registration will be received from the Library of 
Congress in approximately four months. In the event that the 
client had proceeded with the project based on the schematic 
design, the architectural design was now protected under the 
amended Copyright Law of 1990. 

Under the 1990 amendment, an architectural work is defined 
as “the design of a building as embodied in any tangible medium 
of expression, including a building, architectural plans, or draw- 
ings. The work as defined under the amended law, includes the 
overall form as well as the arrangement and composition of 
spaces and elements in the design, but does not include indi- 
vidual standard features,” This clarifies that the law doesn’t just 
apply to plans or drawings, but also to the building itself, 
Protection is only omitted for individual standard features, i.e. 
toilets or parking space requirements. 

The onus is upon the copywriter to prove copyright infringe- 
ment. Proof of infringement can be by direct acts of copying, or 
by indirect proof that the copier had access to the copyrighted 
work. The issue of substantial similarity are ultimately to be 
determined by trial. Penalties for infringement can include 
Statutory damages up to $20,000 per act of infringement and up 
to $100,000 per act of willful infringement. The copyright must 
be registered before infringement begins or else the copyright 
owner loses the right to claim statutory damages and the right to 
recover attorney’s fees. If copyright registration occurs after 
infringement is suspected, the copyright owner would still have 
the right to claim actual damages and lost profits. 

While architects can claim some protection for their design 
work under this law, remember that copiers and computers can 
be sources of copyright infringement as well. Often, clients 
request computer generated documents along with a copy of the 
software the documents were produced on. Be aware that the 
software is protected, and manufacturers will not hesitate to 


bring suit against violators. Also, a facsimile represents a 
reproduction just like a photocopy, each of which could be 
infringement. For example, faxing or photocopying AIA docu- 
ments over and above the number required for distribution to 
project team members may represent copyright infringement. 
Transfer of ownership of a copy, i.e. record set documents 
requested by the client, does not represent a transfer of copy- 
right ownership to the client. 

Remember, copyright protection covers design of the build- 
ing, not building ownership. According to the law, “the owners 
of a building embodying an architectural work may, without the 
consent of the author or copyright owner of the architectural 
work, make or authorize the making of alterations to such 
building, and destroy or authorize the destruction of such 
buildings.”

Most programs 
are conducted in metropolitan areas and are connected with 
public schools. Our plan for Colorado is to focus in three areas: 
K-12 teachers and students, undergraduate and graduate architec- 
ture education and professional continuing education. 

The following members have consented to serve as AIA 
Colorado Education Representatives for their chapters: Steve 
Walsh, AIA, North Chapter; Lou Wynne, Honorary AIA, South 
Chapter; and Richard Henry, AIA, Denver Chapter. 

The North Chapter provides After School Enrichment for 
grades, 4, 5 and 6, participates in Career Days in high school and 
works with the scouts. Wendy Thoresen and Steve Walsh have 
coordinated these efforts with program development and plan- 
ning. 

Lou Wynne, South Chapter, has received an AIA Foundation 
Education Grant to develop her poster curriculum concept, “Blue- 
print for the Future.” As an artist, teacher and curator she is 
uniquely talented to design and coordinate a program for the 
study of architecture in K-12 schools. 

AIA Denver’s Children in Architecture Committee responds 
to schools and agency requests for architects to participate in built 
environment projects. Projects include “Architecture Week,” 
“Orchids and Onions,” the “Box City” with Historic Denver, the 
“Birdhouse Competition” with Kazoo and Co. (a local toy store), 
“Arkidtects Fair” with the Colorado History Museum, and “Open- 
ing Activities” with the New Airport Commission. 

At the request of the Colorado Council on the Arts, I am 
participating as a Resident in the Aesthetic Education Institute. 
The Institute provides opportunities for artists and teachers to 
develop creative dimensions in the curriculum. Following sum- 
mer workshops for teachers, artists go into schools during the year 
to work with students. This year the focus is in Denver and 
Alamosaschools. I am working with teachers at the Gilpin School 
in Denver and am enjoying the stimulation of sharing in educa- 
tional projects with professionals from other fields.

On Thursday, October 14th, Charles Gwathmey, FAIA will 
speak at 6:30 p.m. at the Holy Ghost Church in Denver. Mr. 
Gwathmey received his Bachelors of Architecture from the 
University of Pennsylvania and his Master of Architecture 
Degree from Yale University. At Yale, he was awarded The 
William Wurt Winchester Fellowship as an outstanding gradu- 
ate and also a Fullbright Grant. Over the past 24 years, he has 
maintained faculty positions at Pratt Institute, The Cooper 
Union, Princeton University, Columbia University, University 
of Texas, and the University of California at Los Angeles. In 
1988 he was the Davenport Professor and in 1991, the Bishop 
Professor at Yale University. In 1985 he was the Eliot Noyes 
Visiting Professor at Harvard University. Mr. Gwathmey is a 
member of the Jeffersonian Advisory Board, The Board of 
Advisors of the School of Architecture at the University of 
Virginia, and the President’s Advisory Board of the School of 
Architecture at Yale University. 

Charles Gwathmey was the only architect named in Time 
Magazine’s 1974 “Leadership in America” Issue. He is the 
youngest architect to receive the Brunner Prize from the Ameri- 
can Academy and Institute of Arts and Letters, where he was 
elected to membership in 1976. He was President of the Board 
of Trustees of The Institute of Architecture and Urban Studies 
and was elected a Fellow of the American Institute of Architects 
in 1981.

The Qualifications-Based Selection (“QBS”) team in Colo- 
rado has continued to be active during the past months. Recent 
contacts and activities include: 


e Colorado Water Conservation Board: The CWCB 
has agreed not to consider price as a factor for present 
and future RFPs. 

+ Jefferson County Road and Bridge Dept.: We 

have been unsuccessful thus far in getting a commit- 

ment not to ask for prices (although we were told that 
price was nota deciding factor). We are continuing to 
work on this issue with Jeffco. We have also not had 
any success with Jeffco Open Space, which sees 
nothing wrong with getting bids from short-listed 
firms. Complicating our discussions with Jefferson 

County is a lack of written County procurement 

regulations regarding professional services. 

Regional Tr ion District: We are begin- 

ning discussions with RTD and are in the process of 

reviewing their voluminous procurement regulations. 


¢ Arapah n nd Douglas County: Initial 
contacts indicate that their engineering staffs may be 
receptive to QBS. A meeting to discuss QBS was 
held with the Arapahoe County officials on Septem- 
ber 29, 1993. 


Pat Ziuchkovski, AIA has joined Carol Coover-Clark and 
Karl Berg as AIA Colorado representatives on the QBS working 
group.
